Why Avre New Fees Necessary? 


Outdoor recreation is more popular now than ever 
before. In 1996, you and others made more than 
60 million recreation visits to BLM-administered 
lands to enjoy skiing, fishing, hiking, camping, 
and many more outdoor activities. 


Providing recreation opportunities and facilities 
costs money. In the past, Congressionally appropri- 
ated dollars have been the chief source of funding 
for recreation services. Efforts to control Federal 
spending have meant that our recreation budget 
has not kept pace with the growing public demand. 
Reduced operations and deferred maintenance at 
recreation sites are becoming too common. 


Previously, we've charged fees for certain services 
and facilities, such as campgrounds. Now we're 
able to expand this “user pay” philosophy to 
benefit more people who value public land 
recreation experiences. 


Who’s Participating? 

The BLM is participating in this program with the 
National Park Service, the USDA Forest Service, 
and the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. Together, 
we are responsible for providing quality public 
recreation opportunities on one-third of the 
Nation’s public land! 


What Will the Pilot Program 
Accomplish? 

We are testing different site types, sizes, and loca- 
tions with different fee rates for facilities and ser- 
vices. Each Federal agency will be evaluating the 
impacts of fees on recreation use, local 
economies, and the recreating public to determine 
public support for the new fee system and how well 
it is working. Results and recommendations will be 
reported annually to the public and to Congress. 


What will Mappen After this 
Free Demonstration Program? 


This demonstration program will help us to devel- 
op a simple, efficient, and convenient fee system. 
Congress will use information from the pilot pro- 
gram to decide on the future 

use of Federal recreation 
tees. The American public 
deserves high-quality 
recreation experiences.
